From the Bid Chair 

VVell, the bid is over. Three years of hard but əŞET enioyable vvork and vve have a VVorldeon in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. VVhen vve launched this bid at L.A.con HIT in 1996, vve didn”t expect that vve vvould end up in San )osö. VVe had a 
vvonderful site right in the center of San Francisco. The area around the Moscone Center is a much better site novv than it 
vvas in 1993 for ConFrancisco, and if you get a chance during Conlose it is vvell vvorth a visit. But San Francisco is 
booming as a conference destination right novv, and securing hotel deals that fans vvould be happy vvith proved beyond 
us this time. Fortunately the Bay Area is lucky enough to have tvvo malor cities vvith top class conference facilities. The site 
in San Tose is excellent and 1 think vve vvill be able to host a very fine VVorldcon there. 

m this, my last official public address as Chair of the 2002 Bid, 1 vvould like to express . vvarmest thanks to 
everyone vvho pre-supported us at any level, and vvho volunteered to vvork for us during the bid by sitting behind tables, 
helping run parties, etc. Bid committees face a number of thankless tasks, involving getting up vvay too early in the 
morning after having been up much too late the night before. They involve forgoing meals and running around tovvn 
vvhile everyone else is enioying the convention in order to have the bid party ready to go vvhen the crovvds arrive 
7777 to be fed and entertained. A large number of people vvorked very hard on our bid, and Tm grateful to every 
one of them. 

Thanks are also due to everyone vvho voted for us. By no means everyone could afford to go to Australia to vote in 
0 and vve are especially grateful that so many of you took the trouble to buy supporting memberships and vote by 
mail. 

The bidding process vvould have been much less fun vvithout our friends from Seattle. İt might seem like being 
unopposed vvould make life easier, but having friendly competition makes the vvhole process more en/oyable. VVe vvere 
very sad that they vvere not able to carry their bid through to the end. Hovvever, the “cross-grade” scheme that the 
suggested to allovv their pre-supporters to convert to membership in our bid vvas a stroke of genius and a vvonderful 
boost for fandom”s sense of community. Not to be outdone, our friends from Southern California vveighed in vvith their 
highly amusing Rosvvell bid, vvhich greatly enlivened the final year”s bidding. In the past some VVorldcon races have seen 
a lot of animosity betvveen bids. 1 hope that 2002 vvill have shovvn that there is a better vvay to conduct the process. 

On the financial side, the bid earned a surplus of approximately $8,500 on gross revenue of about $50,000. AlI of this 
money has, of course, been passed along to Con)ose. İt is a bit more than vve budgeted for, but vve took a lot more pre- 
supports than vve expected near the end, and some of our expenses came in unexpectedİy lovv. Naturally, vve”re happ 
that Con/ose vvill have that $8,500 to spend on putting on a VVorldcon. Once vve have final financial statements “sallıbi:: 
vve vvill post them on the Con)ose vveb site. (If you don”t have vveb access but still vvant a copy of the accounis, vvrite to me 
at the Con)ose address and Tİ send you a copy.) 

So, here vve are. İt has been a long road, and often a hard one, But it has been made easier by the kind support vve 
have had from many 477 by the friendliness of our opposition, and of course by the fact that vve vvon. Con)ose is 
going to be a fine VVorİdcon. See you in 20021

But by 1982, 
he had shut dovvn the lavv business and vvas teaching himself hovv to paint for 
real. In the summer of 1984, he vvas discouraged and ready to look for a nevv line 
of vvork vvhen he met lames Christensen, professor of art and fantasy master 
extraordinaire. Vust a couple of days talking vvith Christensen revolutionized his 
approach to painting and his next piece not only took best of shovv, but sold for 
— David knevv then he could make a living doing this and has never looked 
back. 

In the 20 years since that auspicious event, 1 have vvatched David change 
and grovv as an artist and as a human being. And human beings dorn”t get much 
better than this: he”s kind, loyal, thoughtful, svveet, and has alvvays managed to 
steam up my glasses vvhen vve danced. T m ever so glad he”s my friend. 

David has had 11 Hugo nominations (but, alas, no vvin yet), and has vvon 8 
Chesley Avvards, the avvard given by the artists themselves through ASFA. He 
has puklished a book of his artvvork vvhich vvas also nominated for a Hugo, and 
even a short story in a collection edited by Bill Favvcett and David Drake. 
Although he sulİ does book covers from time to time, during the 90”s most of 
David”s vvork has been gaming art in one form or another. The future? Look for 
David”s vvork in the upcoming products from Ensemble Studios, developers of 
Microsoft”s multi avvard vvinning PC strategy game “Age Of Empires.” David is 
proud to announce that he has fust agreed to become Ensemble”s Senior Concept 
Artist.

fandom significantly not once but tvvice. 

Most people knovv about Bio”s campaign to save “Star Trek,” and the 
concomitant influx of female fans, the rise of media fandom and the grovvth of 
the Trek conventions. That vvas a mafor influence on fandom as vve knovv it novv. 
But before that, they created something that vve all take for granted. 

VVithout /ohn and Bio, conventions might not have art shovvs. Their Profect 
ArtShovv, and its fanzine “Pas-Tell,” changed the vvay fans look at art. In the 
early days of fandom, the art at cons vvas donated by publishers (generally 
magazine publishers) for auctions to help cover the convention expenses. Since 
the art shovvs started, they have become one of the mafor sources of nevv 
professional artists (George Barr, Alicia Austin, Tim Kirk and many more started 
there) and artists in SF have taken on a great deal more povver and respect. Add 
in their personal support of such artists as George and Alicia, and your 1l see the 
Trimbles put real effort into those they believe in. 

And this ignores lohn/s fan vvriting, B/o”s cartoons and posters, and their 
other efforts to maintain fandom as a nevv and exciting place for people to 7 
Vve”ll tell you a lot more about them as vve move tovvard the con. For novv, knovv 
that they vvill be interesting, intelligent and caring guests, and that vve are very 
proud to honor them.

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Con)ose Membership Installment Plan 

The costs to attend a VVorldcon keep going up 
and up as vve, the convention planners, have to pay 
more for facilities and other things necessary to give 
you the best possible VVorldeon experience. İn order 
to offset this, and to put VVorldcon attendance vvithin 
the reach of more people, Con)ose is instituting a 
method by vvhich you can pay for your membership 
on the installment plan. VVe”ve tried to make it as easy 
as possible for all of us. 

1. Buy a supporting membership in Con)ose and 
declare your intention to purchase an installment 
membership. The supporting membership is $35 and 
vvill remain so right up until the convention. Your 
balance vvill be the difference betvveen the supporting 
membership and vvhat an attending membership at 
the time you bought a supporting membership. If 
vvorst comes to vvorst, and you car” t pay the 
difference, you vvill still get all publications and the 
right to nominate and vote on the Hugo Avvards and 
in site selection. 

1A. People vvho already have a supporting 
membership at the time of this announcement have 
until September 15, 2000 to declare their intent to use 
an Installment Plan. The amount you ovve vvill be 
based on the amount of a full attending membership 
at the time of declaration.
